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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MINES  BRANCH  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31st,  1933. 

(A.  A.  Millar,  Chief  Inspector.) 

Tlie  output  of  coal  produced  from  mines  in  the  Province  during 
the  year  was  4,714,781  tons  with  a valuation  of  $12,197,339.20,  a 
decrease  of  155,240  tons  from  the  output  for  1932.  In  addition  to 
the  above  tonnage  there  were  2,730  tons  produced  by  farmers  tor 
their  own  use,  under  permits,  which  has  not  been  included  in  the 
total  output,  also  we  believe  that  there  was  a considerable  tonnage 
produced  by  farmers,  without  permit  or  lease,  of  which  we  have  no 
record. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  tonnage  of  coke 
produced  in  the  Crowsnest  Pass  area,  the  bulk  of  which  is  being 
used  at  the  Trail,  British  Columbia,  Smelter. 

Of  the  total  output  produced  by  the  mines,  1,123,357  jons  were 
sold  for  consumption  in  the  Province  of  Alberta,  1,662,971  tons  in 
other  provinces  of  Canada,  18,449  tons  for  consumption  in  the 
United  States,  1,500,061  tons  sold  to  railroad  companies,  14,935  tons 
used  making  briquettes,  75,275  tons  used  making  coke,  180,159  tons 
used  under  colliery  boilers,  5,994  tons  used  by  colliery  railroads, 
38,004  tons  put  to  stock,  and  136,679  tons  put  on  the  waste  heap. 

The  coal  produced  by  farmers  under  permits  is  not  included  in 
the  out])ut,  nor  are  the  particulars  as  to  men  producing  such  coal 
included  in  any  tables,  a table  being  inserted  giving  all  particulars. 
This  being  done  in  order  that  there  should  be  no  confusion  of  the 
regular  statistics. 

During  the  year  there  was  in  operation  1 shale  pit  producing 
3,234  tons  of  clay  and  shale,  from  which  1,221,060  bricks  were  made. 

There  were  338  coal  mines  in  operation  during  the  year,  of 
which  40  were  opened,  11  reopened,  and  28  abandoned.  In  addition 
to  the  mines  abandoned  there  were  30  mines  temiporarily  closed, 
leaving  295  mines  in  operation  at  December  31st,  1933. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  staff  during  the  ^^'ear.  There 
were,  however,  changes  made  as  affecting  the  Crowsnest  and  Drum- 
lieller  areas.  The  Crowsnest  has  been  consolidated  into  one  area, 
with  Mr.  Moses  Johnson,  District  Inspector  of  Mines,  Blairmore, 
in  charge,  and  the  IVayne  district  of  the  Drumheller  area  has 
been  transferred  from  Mr.  A.  B.  Hunter  to  Mr.  lY.  Gr.  Heeley, 
whose  headquarters  are  in  the  Old  Telephone  Building,  Calgary. 

There  were  419  jiersons  examined  during  the  year  for  certifi- 
cates of  conqietency  as  coal-miners,  of  whom  360  were  successful, 
making  a total  of  13,360  certificates  issued  to  coal-miners  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1933. 

In  addition  to  testing  the  mine  air  with  Burrell  and  McLuckie 
Gas  Detectors,  in  the  various  mines  throughout  the  Province, 
samples  of  mine  air  have  been  taken  at  intervals  during  the  year 
l)y  the  insjiectors  from  mines  in  the  bituminous  areas  and  forwarded 
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to  the  Chemistry  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Mines,  Ottawa,  for 
analysis. 

Samples  of  rock  dust,  used  for  rock-dusting  the  roadways  in  the 
bituminous  mines,  have  been  collected  and  forwarded  to  the  Pro- 
vincial Analyst  to  be  tested  for  silica  content. 

Samples  of  coal  have  been  collected  and  forwarded  to  the  Indus- 
trial Eesearch  Deipartment,  University  of  Alberta,  for  analysis. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  inspections  of  all  mines  by  the  District 
insiiectors,  all  serious  and  fatal  accidents  were  investigated  and  all 
impiests  were  attended  by  them. 

It  is  gratif3dng  to  note  tlie  decrease  in  fatal  accidents,  there 
having  been  only  G as  comi)ared  with  11  during  1932,  this  being  the 
lowest  number  of  fatal  accidents  since  the  Province  was  formed. 

In  addition  to  the  fatal  accidents  in  mines,  there  Avas  one  person 
killed  Avhilst  illegally  taking  coal  from  a cut-bank  near  Pinhorn. 
This  accident  is  not  included  in  the  number  from  producing  mines. 

There  AA^ere  7 prosecutions  instituted  for  contra ATiition  of  The 
Coal-mines  Kegulation  Act,  made  up  as  follows:  5 Avorkmen  and 
2 operators. 

Thei-e  Avere  IT, Gil, 959  k.AV.  hrs.  of  electrical  purchased  power  used 
by  the  mines  in  tlie  Ih-ovince  during  the  year. 

The  purchased  i)OAver  Avas  distributed  as  folloAvs:  Big  Valley, 
8, GOO  k.AV.  hrs.,  i)urchased  from  the  Union  Power  Co.  of  Drum- 
heller,  Avho  also  sui)plied  3,597,129  k.AV.  hrs.  to  mines  in  the  Drum- 
heller  area,  also  177,900  k.Av.  hrs.  to  mines  in  the  Carbon  area. 

The  mines  in  the  folloAving  areas  Avere  supplied  Avith  purchased 
electrical  jioAver  by  the  Calgary  PoAver  Co.:  Camrose  5,9G0  k.Av. 
hrs.,  Udmonton  834,000  k.AA^  hrs.,  (Tleichen  950  k.Av.  hrs.,  Lethbridge 
751, 5SG  k.Av.  hrs.,  and  Taber  11,700  k.Av.  hrs. 

The  mines  in  the  CroAvsnest  area  purchased  12,180,131  k.Av.  hrs. 
from  the  East  Kootenay  PoAver  Co. 

The  City  of  Medicine  Hat  supplied  40,800  k.Av.  hrs.  to  the  mines 
in  the  Eedcliff  area. 

There  Avere  10,084  men  employed  at  the  mines  during  the  month 
of  December,  1933,  being  212  less  than  in  December,  1932. 

Ihe  use  of  steel  girders  to  replace  timber  is  increasing,  par- 
ticularly in  mines  in  the  CroAvsnest  area,  Avhere  this  type  of  support 
IS  being  used  on  main  entries  and  aiiuvays.

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FATAL  ACCIDENTS  DURING  THE  YEAR  1933 

James  Watt,  a surface  labourer,  aged  49  years,  on  February  28th,  at 
the  mine  operated  by  the  Jasper  Coal  Company,  Limited,  at  Drinnan, 
caused  through  his  falling  against  the  side  of  tipple.  He  was  working  on 
the  tipple  pushing  coal  down  a chute,  using  a stick  to  poke  the  coal,  when 
he  slipped,  the  end  of  the  stick  poking  him  in  the  stomach  causing  him 
to  fall.  His  head  struck  the  side  of  the  chute,  causing  concussion  and 
partial  paralysis,  from  which  he  died  in  the  hospital  on  March  2nd,  1933. 

Les  Olson,  a box  car  brakeman,  aged  27  years,  on  March  1st,  at  the 
mine  operated  by  the  Cadomin  Coal  Company,  Limited,  at  Cadomin, 
caused  through  his  falling  between  railroad  cars.  He,  along  with  another 
man,  was  lowering  railroad  cars  from  the  weigh  scale.  He  was  on  the 
third  car,  and  in  applying  the  brake  slipped  and  fell  between  the  second 
and  the  third  cars,  the  wheels  of  the  latter  passing  over  his  legs,  badly 
crushing  same  and  necessitating  amputation.  He  died  about  six  hours 
after  the  operation  from  shock. 

Joseph  Sabotin,  track  boss,  aged  46  years,  on  April  1st,  at  the  mine 
operated  by  the  Luscar  Collieries,  Limited,  at  Luscar,  caused  through  his 
being  crushed  by  a trip  of  cars.  He,  along  with  the  tipple  boss,  was 
loading  and  hauling  cars  of  gravel  to  be  sent  into  the  mine  using  a tugger 
hoist  for  hauling.  He.  was  riding  on  the  first  car  for  the  purpose  of  un- 
coupling the  rope,  and  apparently  in  a moment  of  forgetfulness  he  stepped 
off  in  a narrow  place  and  was  jammed  between  the  cars  and  the  side  of 
the  snowshed.  Crushed  pelvis  and  internal  injuries,  from  the  effects  of 
which  he  died  five  hours  later. 

George  Gleet,  a driver,  aged  38  years,  on  August  18th,  in  the  mine 
operated  by  the  Western  Gem  Coal  Company,  Limited,  Drumheller,  caused 
through  being  crushed  by  cars.  He  was  acting  as  driver  boss,  and  had 
stepped  off  a trip  of  loaded  cars  being  hauled  from  the  inside  workings 
to  the  shaft  bottom,  when  the  haulage  chain  broke.  He  stepped  out  of 
a manhole  to  warn  the  drivers  below  and  was  caught  by  the  cars  and 
crushed.  Fractured  pelvis  and  internal  injuries,  from  the  effects  of 
which  he  died  five  hours  later. 

Peter  Majewski,  a miner,  aged  36  years,  on  November  21st,  in  the 
mine  operated  by  The  Foothills  Collieries,  Limited,  at  Foothills,  caused 
by  a fall  of  coal.  He  was  working  at  the  face  of  No.  18  Pillar  nailing  up 
a support  for  coal  chute  when  a large  piece  of  coal  fell  from  the  face, 
crushing  him  against  a timber.  Body  crushed,  causing  instant  death. 

Joe  Zaleckie  (or  Wojceik  Gancarz),  a miner,  aged  39  years,  on  Novem- 
ber 21st,  in  the  mine  operated  by  John  T.  Oliphant,  near  Medicine  Hat, 
caused  by  a fall  of  rock.  He  was  working  at  the  face  of  No.  9 Room  off 
the  main  entry  when  a fall  of  rock  dropped  onto  his  shoulders  and  legs. 
Head  and  shoulders  crushed,  cuts  on  face,  and  left  leg  fractured.  He 
died  from  shock  five  hours  later,  caused  by  the  injuries. 

In  addition  to  the  above  fatal  accidents,  there  occurred  an  accident 
which  caused  the  death  of  Ralph  Lightizer,  farmer,  aged  44  years,  on 
November  9th,  while  illegally  mining  coal  in  a cut-bank  in  Police 
Coulee  on  Section  31,  Township  1,  Range  8,  .West  of  the  4th  Meridian, 
near  Pinhorn.  He  was  crushed  by  the  bank  which  he  was  undermining.
